Proposed Line Will be Great 
Benefit to all tho Towns and 
Lakes Now Without Rail- 
road, Facilities 

The Kenosha News of Saturday says: 
Tho preliminary survey for the proposed 
line of the Chicngo. Kenosha, Milwaukee 
and Lake Geneva Railway, which Is now 
being made, has aroused enthusiasm among 
tho people in tho western part of tbe coun- 
ty, and especially those who are interested 
directly in the lake districts, James H. 
McVey, of Camp Lake, the proprietor of 
tho Camp Lake hotel, was in Kenosha to- 
day, and be stated that the people In that 
section of the county were anxious to se- 
cure closer relations with Kenosha, and 
that the Kenosha and Lake Geneva eleetria 
seems to solve the problem. The prelim- 
inary survey; which is now being made, 
provide! for tho building of a line straight 
west from Kenosha to Paddock's Lake, and 
this will he the first of a long series of 
lakes touched by the line. From Paddock's 
Lake it is planned to extend the line to 
Salem, where Hooker Lake and several 
other small lakes are located. From Salem 
the line is to run to Camp Lake, and from 
Camp Lake to tbe resorts nt Silver Lake. 
From Silver Lake the route proposed leads 
over to Wilmot, and from WHmottoTwin 
Lakes, and thence to Power's Luke and 
Lake Geneva. 

This route includes every important re- 
sort center in Kenosha county. It is pos- 
sible that tho line will be turned a little to 
tho south in order to take in a .number of 
the smaller lakes in Northern Illinois' and 
the vitiligo of Antioch. This village has a 
big aummor|resort. business, and at tho 
present time it is very difficult for reaorters 
to reach tho village. 

Tbe lino will open np for Kenosha trado 
a country which has largely been left with- 
out development in the post few years. 
The line to Powers -Lake, -.Wilmot and 
Camp Lake will bo especially valuable, as 
these communities in the past have been 
practically without a direct connection 
with Kenosha. 

Tbe managers ot the different resorts in 
the county see in the line a great aid to 
their business, and it is probable that all 
of theso people will be allies of the railway 
company. It is not thought' that the com- 
pany will have a difficult time securing the 
right of way necessary for tbe building. of 
the road. Kenosha people would welcome 
the building of the line to Paddock's Lake, 
as that lake has always been one of the 
favorite pleasure "grounds for the people of 
Kenosha, and the Old Settlers' Club would 
reap a big harvest when the line is ready 
for ust. 

It Is possible that this survey wilt not 
meet with the demands of the officials of 
tho new company, but the route laid out is 
certainty'''' one of the best- that could be 
selected as a connection for Kenosha and 
Lake Geneva. ■ ,

Supreme Court at Sprlngflld Is 
Ready with Decision Knock- 
ing 1 out Statute — Com- 
plications the Result 

A rumor of Indefinite source, but bearing 
tho earmarks of foundation in fact, gained 
circulation in Springfield Tuesday to the 
effect that the su promp court would an- 
nounce Thursday that it has decided the 
new primary election law 'is unconstitu- 
tional in its entirety. Members of the 
supreme court, of course, will not discuss 
the subject, and attaches of the attorney 
general's office deny any information in 
tbe matter. 

According to the rumor the supremo jus- 
tices have decided that the act ia question 
violates section 22 of anticle 4 of the con- 
stitution of the state, which provides that 
no special or local law shall bo passed for 
tbe conducting or holding of elections. It 
is understood also that tbe justices take 
the further view that the act is contrary to 
a subsection of tbe same section of the 
constitution in that it attempts to regulate 
township and county affairs and that it is 
contrary to the provision that elections shall 
be free and uqual, 

Wheu the suit, instituted in the name of 
the people of the State of Illinois on tbe 
relation of Charles L, Brock on, a socialist 
leader of Cook county, against the board of 
election commissioners of the city of Chi- 
cago, was argued before the supreme court 
last Saturday, it was generally expected by 
the counsel on both sides that a decision in 
tbBcase would he forthcoming this week, 
in view of the importance of the question 
involved nnd the fact that the Cook 
county primaries to be held under the new 
law are fixed for next Saturday, The court, 
however, followed its usual practice and 
look the matter under advisement without 
indicating when tbe decision would be 
forthcoming. 

Complications in the rildermanic elec- 
tions are expected from* the start if the 
supreme court finds the new primary law 
invalid, but such a decision would not pre- 
vent the holding of tho primaries of both 
parties next Saturday in Chicago. 

Although the experts of the commission 
refuse to talk for publication until the 
finding reaches Chicago and they have had 
opportunity of i examining the intricacies 
of the situation it deyelopes, they hold that 
even if the new act' is held invalid and the 
old law remains in force, the fact wilt not 
vitiate Saturday's primaries. Under the 
old law. the primaries for the' spring elec- 
tions might be held any day in December, 
January and February, which would bring 
next Saturday within range of tbe time 
limit of the old taw.

An Important Gathering of directors 
Held at LluertyrUla. 

The Lake County School Board conven- 
tion, whinti convened at Liberty vi lie on 
Saturday, Fob. 10, was attended by rep- 
resentatives from fifty-two districts. 

The morning session was devoted to a 
discussion of tho essential working tools of . 
ii country school. 

The subject of school-house lighting re- 
ceived particular attention. 

Superintendent Gaggin, in the course of 
his address, attributed to vicious cross 
lights much of the trouble that arises from 
weak eyes. He urged that green roller 
shades bo uped and by proper adjustment 
admit the light from the rear and sidos of 
the roam. The ideal conditions admit- 
ting light from odove, oyer the left shoul- 
der. ' Slate boards and, nil-felt erasers were 
recommended for general use, 

In connection with ventilation the sup- . 
erin ten dent said: "Our rural buildings 
depend almost entirely upon window ven- 
tilation and therefore it is necessary that 
each window may be .raised or lowered, 
and those that are raised should be pro- 
vided with a screen to prevent direct 
draught and thuB admit the air between 
tho sashes. Lowering the window may 
admit fresh air, but it may not remove the 
foul air which in a form of carbon-di-oxid 
is heavier than the pure air aud is found 
at the bottom of the room. Therefore, 
ventilation not only Implies admitting the 
air but also removing the impure air." 
• Mr. Gaggin showed how the various ef- 
fects in tho ventilation and furnishing of a 
room go to effect the physical, welfare of 
the children, gradually but certainly un- 
dermining their health and fl ring a basis 
for various diseases to which are afterwards 
attributed various causes. 

In nil discussions -the directors took a 
lively interest, Dr. Lewin, Mr. Holland, 
Mr. Smith and others lending valuable 
practical hints. 

School records and reports of school of- 
ficers received attention, and Mr. Butler, 
of Liberty ville, raised a most significant 
question: "What Is the value of a teacher's 
contract?" Perhaps no satisfactory an- 
swer was given to this question, however, 
it was decided that a certain at lendont 
value was attached. 

The County Superintendent urged adop- • 
tion of a district record which should con- 
tain the minutes of all meetings, a finan- 
cial record, a record of election notices, 
contracts, tax levies, clerk's annual report, 
liet of text hooks and the date of adoption,, 
etc. Mr. Gaggin concluded his afternoon's 
address with a strong plea for co-operation 
towards all those things that effect the 
sanitary conditions of tbe public schools 
and contribute towards the moral uplift" of 
the children.

MEETING 

The Republican County Central Commit- 
tee held an important meeting Tuesday at 
the court house in Wankegan. 

Oo motion oEW. E. Davis of Liberty- 
yille, Rudolph Epker was elected commit- 
teeman from that town to succeed Paul 
MacGutfin, and John A. Thain was elected 
committeeman from'Antioch, second dis- 
trict. 

On motion of D, M, Jackson of Lake 
Forest, the committee adopted a resolu- 
tion providing that the next Republican 
county candidates shall be nominated by 
delegates chosen to the county convention. 
These delegates will also select the dele- 
galea to the senatorial, congressional and 
other conventions,

After some "discussion the ratio on which 
delegates will be elected' to the county con- 
vention was flxod at 1 delegate to every 27 
votes, or major fraction, for Roosevelt, ' 
Lake county's vote for Roosevelt was 6,635, 
therefore there will be 240. delegates to tho 
next Republican convention; 

Liberty ville waa decided on as the place 
to hold the convention.

In fnet It la stated that tbe ordi- 
nary consumer of butter would not get 
more than an ounce of coloring mut- 
ter In four years. But there la no end 
to argument — a good talker will make: 

The only safe rule 
Is to discard everything la the produc- 
tion of food - that bus an Injurious 
tendency.

TcMilrtir fur Fertility; of nmre. 

Eggs nre never so fertile In winter as 
In the warm weather, and all should bo 
tested an the eighth day. A pleco of 
enrdbonrd, with n hole cut out In which 
to (it, tbo egg, Is usually employed to 
asslHt the tester, and this Is certainly 
nn aid, but by encircling the egg be- 
tween tbe forefinger ami thumb wo 
shut tho light out all nruund It, and 
thus obtain the Bamc result. Eggs 
should be tested In n dnrk room by the 
aid of a caudle or lamp; hold tbo egg 
up against tho light, and it will be 
more or loss transparent, according as 
to whether It Ib dark or white shelled. 
Then, If the egg Is fertile, looking close- 
ly a dnrk spot will <be seen floating 
Inside the shell. This Is tho germ which 
hits awakened to life, and Is growing. 
Ily tlio eighth day It Is quite discern- 
ible, but, if tbe light Is good nnd tho 
operator experienced, rertlle nnd tin fer- 
tile can be separated about the fourth 
day, though the, eighth Ik quite soon 
enough for tbo average poultry keeper. 
Dark brown shelled eggB arc more dllll- 
cult to test than white, owing to tho 
shell being more opaque; If nny 
arc doubtful put them back nnd 
t«st ngaln the following night It 
Is well to hnve a fresh egg to 
compare with the tested egg, If 
doubtful about the latter, the difference 
between fertile nnd unfertile ' shows 
thorn up more clearly. Do careful the 
egga do not get dill led If tested on a 
cold night - If there nre many eggs 
to test It will pay to hnve one of the 
very quick and convenient testers sold 
by t.ho Incubator nnd poultry supply 
houses, — New England Homestead.

Tuberculoala In Hoar*. 
A good many eases of tuberculosis 
In hogs, we four, can bo traced to tho 
creamery, due to the fact that tho 
Hid m milk has not been heated to a 
sulllclently high tomporature or kept 
at that temperature long enough to de- 
stroy tho germs, says. Kimball's Dairy 
Farmer. Ordinarily It Is assumed that 
herds become Infected through bring- 
ing other animals among them, but 
the question of tuberculosis infection 
through tho skim milk from tho cream- 
ery Is becoming bo serious tbat It will. 
eventually lend to. compulsory pasteuri- 
zation of flkhn milk. Indeed, this Is 
now required In some States, notably 
MluucsotRf) but the trouble Is that tho 
butter ma kern do not heat the skim 
milk hot enough or keep It ut that tem- 
perature long enough,

cago a milking machine was on exhibi- 
tion In practical operation. For n groat 
in any yburs Inventors have worked on 
this problem: ti eve nil times It has been 
reported that the dlfllcultlcs hnvo bebn 
overcome, and that a practical machine 
wns the result But up to tho present 
time tho old-fushioncd band manipula- 
tion hits prevailed.

The! grub 
ents out the Interior of the main roots, 
causing the top to die. The Injury 
caused In this way Is often ascribed 
to , unfavorable winters nud ! other 
en uses. About tho only preventive 
measure which seems to give any prom-' 
ise of success Is to summer fallow ns 
soon as~ the hay crop has Iteen removed. 
At tbat time tbe young arc Immature, 
and If deprived of food must perish, 
iis they cannot- travel from one clover 
root to auother. If the meadow Ib 
broken up at this time and the roots 
wither and dry the grubs perish, Thun 
the spreading of the insect uiay.be pre- 
vented nnd tho laud largely cleared of 
the Insect It would seem that the 
modem By stem of rotation, which In- 
cludes clover for quly a year or .two,V 
would be Bulllclcnt' to keep the grub In 
subjection In localities where It has' 
been Introduced.

Representative Gillespie, of Texas, says 
he was more and more astounded tho 
deeper ho explored the depths of railroad 
iniquity. But he admits tbnt on starting 
the inquiry bo knew very little about rail- 
roads. 



Not bo important perhaps ns the Rate 
Bill or the Pure Food Bill, but none tho 
less of intense interest to everybody, is a 
modest looking little measure by Repre- 
sentative Littaaer which promises to pasB 
with little discussion, and thnt if it does, 
will work a revolution in this country. It 
is a measure of only a few lines, providing 
for the compulsory use of the metric system 
in all government business. If it. passes, 
the government will ho advertising in 
kilograms, for paint to cover iU warships, 
and expressing the demenstons of its public 
buildings in meters and of its public do- 
main in hectares. It may throw a mo- 
mentary chill upon the public to think of 
hanging on the brink of sucb a revolution. 
But it will bo a beneficent' revolution, and 
the adoption of this system by the govern- 
ment will almost of necessity be followed 
by its adoption by the general public. A 
good many people know but do not clearly 
realize just what the adoption of the metric 
system means. It means simply the change 
from our old, familiar, but very clumsy 
and inconvenient system of weights and 
measures to the decimal system which is 
as plain and easy as is our decimal system 
of coinage. Bad it is to think what a 
beautiful chance our forefathers lose and 
how much needless work they caused us 
when they did not adopt a decimal system 
of weight and measures along with our 
coinage of dollars and dimes. We would 
not give op the decimal system of money 
now and go back to tbe English denomina- 
tions of pennies, shillings, half crowns, 
pounds and gainies. But it would bo just 
as unthinkable to drop tho metric system, 
if we had it, and go back to feet and 
pounds and gallons. Think of being able 
to convert inches into yards, by shifting a 
decimal point instead of multiplying 36, 
and of having only ono sort of pound to 
deal with, and that a decimal pound, in- 
stead of having three different ones and all 
with different ratios! The prospect seems 
almost too good to be true, yet the Ltttauer 
.' bill brings it within measurable distance. 
Tho metric system has already been legal- 
ized in tho United States, is voluntarily 
used by most scientific workers and is al- 
ready compulsory in some branches of the 
government service. The system has al- 
ready a much greater hold in this country 
than peoplo in general imagine, and its 
adoption by the entiro government service 
would make it but a short step to its na- 
tional ndoption.

St. Valentine's day, in 1881, whs tho 
saddest day lu tho life of Theodore Roose- 
velt. That day the death angel descend- 
ed u lion the old.fnshloned, foamy home at 
West Fifty-seventh Btreet, Now York, 
to which he had but n short while before 
brought his bride; Allen Hathaway I^ee of 
Boston, and whore the young couple had 
dwelt In, happiness with tils mother, Mar- 
tha Bullock Roosevelt. He was then a 
member of the Legislature, hut had been 
required to spend much of his time at 
home, on nccount of his mother's Illness 
nnd because, Feb. 11, of the same year, 
a little girl had been born Into the family 
whom he nnuicd Alice Lee. It was a 
pathetic entrance Into life — that of this 
world -loved bride of to-day. When she 
was three days old the crepe on the door 
was the symbol that death hod claimed 
both the lovely young mother from tho 
North and the soft-voiced grandmother 
from the South. On the RItli of Febru- 
ary the two bodies were carried from tho 
same church to' thu sumo cemetery and 
laid side by side in the same lot. Fight- 
ing against the despair which seized upon 
his soul, Assemblyman Roosevelt returned 
to his cheerless home. Tho motherless 
babe ho confided to tho en re of a sinter, 
now the wife of. Coinmnnder W. S- 
(JowIcm of the United States navy, nnd 
be lied from the scene of his heart-break- 
ing experiences to the ranch of the Mal- 
tese Cross, In Dakota. Every American 
who can read knows the history of tlie 
Roosevelt* from thnt time on. 

After three years, the widowed father 
married Miss Edith Carcw, a friend of 
Ids childhood. Her attachment to tho 
child instnntly followed tho first acquaint- 
ance and as the years have ripened this, 
Lite relationship has become as close, tho 
sympathy nnd affection as tender and sin- 
cere as that between a natural mother 
and her child, nnd the princ of tlie mis- 
tress of the White House- in tho fair, 
slender girt with whom Vh- whole worlQ 
is lu love conlil not be gn-nter had the 
love-light which first greeted tho baby 
Alice shone in her own eyes. She helped 
the father to make the girl's childhood 
un Ideally happy one. 

The girlhood days of Miss Alice were 
divided between Oyster Bay, New York 
City, Washington nnd Albany. She was 
11 when her father went to the Spanish 
wnr. She was not quite 15 when the fam- 
ily took possession of the executive man- 
sion at Albany nnd hut a little past 17 
when 'her father became Vice President. 
She was preparing to make her debut In 
the Bellamy Storer mansion at Washing: 
ton, when the assassination of President 
McKlnley changed nil the family plans. 
It was several months nfter entering the 
White House that the eyes of the couutry 
began to catch glimpses of this chnrmliig 
young occupant of the presidential home. 
Hitherto she had attracted no attention, 
but an the daughter of an exceptionally 
popular President she soon became an ob- 
ject of more than ordinary interest.' Early 
In January, 1002, she made her debut to 
society at a ball in the East room, 
where she stood Saturday as a bride. 
Four years have transformed the slim, 
unconventional debutante Into the self- 
possessed, self-reliant and well-poised 
bride at whose marriage altar the na- 
tions of the earth have laid their gifts. 

The great scries of events of ' Miss 
Roosevelt's life came In the tour of the 
Orient last summer, with Secretary Taft 
and bis party nnd chaperoned by some of 
the foremost matrons of the country. The 
triumphal pageant began nt San Fran- 
cisco, where Representative Long worth 
joined the party. At Manila she received 
a royal welcome and clad in a viceregal 
gown was hailed ns Princess Alice. She 
had a private audience with the Dowuger 
Empress of China and the people of 
Japan called her the American princess 
and printed postal cards In her honor. 
The Sultan of Sulu, lineal descendant of 
Mohammed, asked her to marry him.. An- 
other asked the same privilege — whether 
upon tho moonlit deck of the Manchuria 
or upon the beautiful inland sea of Japan, 
or amid tho palms of, the Moro country, 
or as they sat among the cherry blossoms 
and lotus buds of the Mikado'* gardens, 
only they know. Tho answer to the pro- 
posal of the young man from Cincinnati, 
who was the soa of her father's friend, 
was nn aye. Tho formal announcement 
t>( the engagement was withheld until the 
President made It at the White Housa 
Besides the lour* above outlined, Mlsa 
Roosevelt has visited Cuba and Porto 
Rico and there, as elsewhere, the people 
thronged to meet her.

000 to $20,000,000. UnrtVr the new nr- 
rangenir»[ the United Copper output, 
which bus been 40,000,000 pounds of re- 
fined copper a year, will be reduced to 
12,000,000 or l.-,000.(K)0 pounds. 

The new company, starting with a pro- 
ductlea of 2,1,000,000 to 30,000,000 
pounds, will Increase that to some 7, r >,- 
000,000 pounds by opening up properties 
which have been closed by Injunction. 

-F. Augustus llelnze entered the Mon- 
tana copper field In 1805 as an engineer.

The delegates to the conference Itnve 
shown increasing nnxluty nt tho ap- 
proach of this Issue, knowing the In- 
tense feeling It bus arqiiHcd between 
Franco and Germany, nnd according- 
ly the representatives of the disinter- 
ested powers nre redoubling' their ef- 
forts to secure flu accord before the 
<j lies t ion reaches the open conference 
nod thereby avert a deadlock. Vari- 
ous plans nre being discussed. The 
nrnhnssadors say they are hopeful Hint 
a middle ground will be found that 
will he acceptable to both countries; 
but they admit the extreme difficulty 
of finding kucIi-u ground owing to the 
firmness both France nnd Germ Any 
thus far have made against making 
concessions which ench country feels 
will Involve the fnte of Morocco. On 
the one hand France wants control of 
the semi-mil ttnry force, and on Hie 
other hand Germany objects to such 
control on the ground that It would 
make France the virtual mnster of 
Morocco's political future. These posi- 
tions nre so radical ly opposed ns to ap- 
pear al most Irreconcilable, yet the neu- 
tral delegates are continuing Ihelr pa- 
cific offices toward finding a common 
ground acceptable to both countries. 

Some Compromise I'linm. 

The ambassadors strongly oppose 
the disclosure of the various tentative 
plans for a compromise, saying that 
publicity tends* to excite tho opposition 
of one side or the other nud wreck the 
best efforts of diplomacy. However, 
some of the compromise projects are 
on the following general linos: 

The flint Is to leave file police to the 
Sultan of Morocco, thus avoiding Ger- 
many's objection to French control 
and Hint of Frauce to International 
control, 

i This compromise Is distasteful to 
France, but the ncntrnl delegates nre 
seeking to reconcile French opposition 
to It, by pointing out that the Snltaa 
would have to rely upon France to 
officer, Instruct, and discipline the po- 
lice. 

Another compromise vaguely put 
forward Is to give Spain or some other 
of the powers a share with France In 
tho organization or the police. Tills 
again meets with the opposition to 
having Frauce participate In any con- 
trol- of the police. 

Still another compromise, 'apparent- 
ly having the approval of Germany, is 
to Institute an International police for 
a limited and experimental period, 
and ir the expcrlmeut falls, France 
w\11 then .bo In n position to assume 
the organization of the police. France, 
however, shows no disposition to ac- 
cept the plnii for nil International po- 
lice system, even for un experimental 
period. 

These and. other: plans will have to 
undergo' constant revision owing to the 
opposition or • tbo various eleoients. 
Nothing as yet has been reduced to 
writing, as neither Germany , nor 
France Is prepnred to definitely dis- 
close Just how far they are willing to 
go in the vrny of concessions.

Several joint meetings have been 
held, iMt none materialized any plans 
until Just week. Fourteen men compose 
the executive hoards of the unions. They 
ore vented with full power to net. Secre- 
tary I luff j- nf the curpeatcrs said: "All 
we have to decide Is the dote for tho 
a nml si,: n ml on. We cannot unite at once, 
as It uould be unfair to contractors who 
employ men In our craft. A date can bo 
act and all differences be bridged over 
without injury to either uutuu or the 
employers. The woodworkers should be- 
long to the Curjientera "and Joiners' 
Onlor^. It Is true the former do Inside 
work In houses and mills. They. h/Ve a 
membership of nbout 10,000. lint on the 
other ha tid we hnve a membership ot 
nbout i 0.1,000, and probnhly -15.000 men 
are Inside workmen. The move will be 
a mutual benefit."
